Newly elected Mayor George Maurer told Sierra 
Madre City Councilpersons Tuesday evening that 
he would like to see continued improvement down¬ 
town, particularly in the burned out area. He hopes 
for an influx of retail businesses and he pledges 
to get better acquainted with merchants. He also 
said Tuesday that he hoped to move ahead with 
the upgrading of city parking. 

“1 would hope to add a new water tunnel to 
the foothills, would like to see financial support 
from the water district and 1 will continue to work 
with the hillside task force. 1 urge you all to attend 
the meeting May 5 concerning the drafting of the 
hillside management ordinance to give imput. 

“Building and planning ordinances neede to be 
rid of their ambiguities and 1 would hope for proper 
communications ... I hope to continue with the 
action index started by former Mayor Bruce Crow. 
He really helped to kick us into gear." 

He also noted that Crow would be “a hard 
act to follow.” 

Crow told the group gathered to witness the 
reorganization of the council that in the four years 
he has been on the council, “we have taken a re¬ 
sponsible approach to problems such as revamping 
the water mains and streets, getting the city on a 
pay-as-you-go stature with the infrastructure. 

He noted that these were “interesting times.” 


Outgoing Lisa Fowler extended “special and 
deep thanks for the trust and encouragement” 
she had received for the past eight years. “They 
have been a significant part of my life . . . There is 
an incredible sense of cameraderie and teamwork 
with this City Council — you are a very special

Sierra Madreans have a chance to “do their 
share” toward participating in Earth Day, set for 
this Saturday, Apr. 21, by purchasing one of the 
“Treesaver” canvas bags now available at a nonprofit 
fee from Prudential Harrington. Number of the busi¬ 
ness is 355-2732. 

Cher Tollefson, who works at the real estate 
agency, suggests calling her at 355-6634, evenings, 
if anyone would like to purchase one of the canvas 
bags. 

Tollefson reminded The News that an average 
of 1800 acres of rain forest is destroyed every day. 
“With it also go over 100 different species of 
plants and animals,” she said. 

A tree must grow for 15 to 20 years to pro¬ 
duce only 700 grocery bags. Two hundred million 
bags are thrown in the trash each day, according 
to information gleaned by Treekeepers, the pro¬ 
ducers of the bag which they call “environmentally 
friendly.” 

They say, “Not only is cotton (the material 
used in the bag) a rapidly regenerating crop but the 
bags themselves have a long lifespan. ’ They are 
strong and large. 


Treekeepers theme is the 3 R’s: Reduce, Recycle, 
Reuse. 

“Paper bags arrive at stores via a traffic 
chain of events, beginning with the destruction of 
acres and acres of virgin forest, and ending with 
increased pollution of our air and water by pulp 
mills. All life depends on these ancient forests for 
climate control on the planet. Forests are our major 
oxygen generators and are an essential life support 
system for a population approaching 6 billion people.” 

Treekeepers cloth bags are something everyone 
can use to help the environment, Tollefson reminds 
the community. 

The bag was designed by Claudia Armstrong 
of Solana Beach who said she “hadn’t really 
planned to get into the manufacturing business . . . 
it was just one of those little ideas that comes 
along quietly.” 

She simply stitched up the canvas shopping 
sack a couple of months ago, using a paper 
grocery bag as a pattern and sponged on a green 
“Treesavers” logo with watercolors. 

Tollefson has contacted several businesses in 
Sierra Madre and expects that some of them may 
wav to carry the bags in their stores, also.

knock down borders and return the world to its 
natural state. There will be trout fishing under the 
Colorado Bridge in three to five years. I’d like to 
take the same theory and apply it to the Sierra 
Madre Creek . . . Let’s knock down the cement 
and slime.

“Plant trees, become active, join an activist 
group, start acting like earthlings,” is Lovejoy’s 
suggestion for everyone.

Responding to 
Weintrub’s letter 

This is in reply to Ken¬ 
neth Weintrub’s letter 
published Apr. 12. I find 
it interesting that Mr. 
Weintrub is pictured in 
HLCC’s brochure as one 
of their instructors, with 
his credentials being 
“M.A., 4th Degree 
Black Belt from Red 
Dragon Karate.” It’s 
also surprising that being 
a member of the group, 
he doesn’t have his facts 
straight. For example, 
the HLCC brochure 
(which I received prior 
to the Universal Life 
Church literature) states, 
and I quote, “Students 
in certain classes must 
(not ‘recommended’

the Old City Hall is not 
an appropriate location 
for a church — any 
church — for numerous 
reasons, including lack 
of tax revenue to the 
city in the main business 
area which is desperate 
for retail (tax pro¬ 
ducing) business. 

Another major reason 
is that their hours of 
7 a.m to 11 p.m. seven 
days/nights a week with 
classes of 40-50 people is 
too much of a negative 
impact on the peace and 
quiet of a residential 
neighborhood. As you 
read this, just try to 
imagine 40-50 people 
leaving at 10:30-11 p.m. 
a few feet from your 
home every night as they 


chat, say goodnight, 
open/close car doors, 
start engines, etc. 

HLCC obviously does 
not care a whit about 
either the business com¬ 
munity or the residential 
area. Otherwise, they 
would withdraw their 
application for a Condi¬ 
tional Use Permit and 
locate elsewhere. 

Sierra Madre’s City 
Attorney has been in¬ 
formed of at least two 
alternate locations 
for HLCC in Sierra 
Madre. One is there own 
60,000 sq. ft. property 
at Alegria and Mountain 
Trail where one or 
more of their 20 rental 
units could be converted 
into a meeting place.

Answering 
Weintraub’s letter 

An open letter to Mr. 
Weintraub to his charges 
in a letter to the editor 
in The News, dated April 
12, 1990. 

I don’t usually use the 
newspaper to answer “an 
obvious misconception” 
aimed in my direction, 
but in your case I’m 
going to make an ex¬ 
ception. 

Perhaps it is because 
you may be new to the 
community, not a resi¬ 
dent, or perhaps just so 
carried away by the idea 
of persecution that you 
forgot to do your home¬ 
work and look at what 
has happened in the past. 

During the election 
campaign of 1988 our 
platform was centered on 
improvements to the 
downtown area. Part of 
the material used during 
this period was a map 
we produced to show first 
of all the number of 
vacant buildings, second 
the number that were oc¬ 
cupied by service-orient¬ 
ed businesses (which pro¬ 
duce no sales tax — an 
item sorely lacking in the 


city’s budget) and third 
the number of holdings 
in the downtown that 
were owned by local 
churches; held in trust 
for local churches and 
those that were already 
intruding into our busi¬ 
ness district. 

This was a long time 
before Healing Light Cen¬ 
ter was a subject even 
thought about by down¬ 
town merchants. 

Even before seeking 
political office in Sierra 
Madre 1 had urged two 
of the then councilmen to 
vote to buy the (then 
vacant) lot at the north¬ 
east corner of Windsor 
Lane and Montecito 
court to turn into a park¬ 
ing lot to entice a res¬ 
taurant to the old city 
hall which we understood 
needed 55 parking spaces 
before considering mov¬ 
ing into the old city hall. 
Unfortunately this did 
not come to pass, and, 
in my esitmation, the city 
missed out on the op¬ 
portunity to obtain a good 
taxpaying entity. 

Even more recently, 
and again before HLCC 
applied to move here, I 


voted to have the ERA 
study done to help us 
pinpoint how we could 
expand our sales tax pay¬ 
ing base. It would be in¬ 
consistent for me now to 
stand by and not protest 
further intrusion by any 
non-sales tax paying en¬ 
tity into the very heart 
of our business district. 

1 feel that 1 have con¬ 
tinually been at the fore¬ 
front of any effort to help 
our downtown business 
district and shall con¬ 
tinue to do so. 

Add to this the likeli¬ 
hood that the portion of 
the property occupied by 
HLCC will come off the 
property tax rolls and 
we now have an addi¬ 
tional reason to oppose 
its intrusion. We, the city, 
depend on tax increments 
from within the Com¬ 
munity Redevelopment 
Area to help pay off our 
bond issue, floated to 
help maintain or improve 
our quality of life. 

It is our understand¬ 
ing that HLCC is seeking 
to relocate because it is 
in an area to be rede¬ 
veloped by Glendale, and 
I’m sure it has oc'-urred 


to them that a non-tax¬ 
paying business would 
also not work favorably 
for them. 

The map and justifi¬ 
cation used during my 
campaign is still avail¬ 
able for your review and 
I believe it will startle, 
even you, to what what the 
real status of our down¬ 
town is, and why I have 
taken the stand to reverse 
the trend. 

This is not an issue 
of religion, it is a mat¬ 
ter of economics and the 
financial welfare of the 
city. To state that my 
stand is based on any 
other issue, 1 believe is 
libelous.

Redevelopment Agency at the recommenda¬ 
tion of Main Street, the study presents and 
evaluates several possible and practical alter¬ 
native futures for Sierra Madre’s downtown 
core. The consultant proposes an economic 
development program to strengthen and en¬ 
hance our downtown for the next 15 years. 


Our forum’s theme is straight forward. 
The consultant has presented important facts. 
It is up to our decision makers, to the business 
community and government leadership to sort 
out what is fiction so we can deal with reality. 

Max DePree, CEO of Herman Miller, Inc., 
a company known for its innovative furniture, 
told the American Institute of Architects’ 
Grassroots Conference in February: “There is 
a great myth about leadership that in order 
to have consensus, we need agrement. That 
isn’t true. What we really need is contrary 
opinion. And contrary opinion, when it is pre¬ 
sent in a constructive way, makes acceptance 
the goal, not agreement.” 

To successfully achieve revitalization, ac¬ 
ceptance of a direction, not total agreement 
is imperative. Which brings us to the second 
forum agenda item: Unification ot Main Street 
and the Chamber of Commerce. It is clear a 
single organization representing business com¬ 
munity interests is needed. Most will agree Sierra 
Madre’s volunteer leadership and financial base 
can only effectively support a single, business 
oriented volunteer organization. 

.Another of Mr. DePree’s concepts is that a 
leadership organization has to be “hospitable.” 
.^t the base of this concept is equity. In 
part he says, “The opposite of control is not 
the loss of control. The opposite of control is 
equity. Equity in the distribution ot oppor¬ 
tunity. Equity in the use of communications. 
Equity in challenge. Equity in rewards. Equity 
is a primary promise that leaders need to 
make.” 

One reality of the revitalization process: 
differing opinions will always exist. .Another 
reality, those holding differing opinions must 
share program leadership if success is to be¬ 
come a reality. Many believe unification needs 
to occur if revitalization is to become a reality.

“What did you say?” asked the clerk.

Perhaps it was because 1 love to hear 
words put together in an unusual way that 
my ears just perked up, as I heard her in the 
bookstore. 1 saw a white-haired woman in her 
sixties. Not stylish. I was on vacation. This 
was a small sea-side town, populated by retired 
people and young un-yuppies. 

“Poems Live Forever” was the title of the 
book this woman was wanting. The clerk said 
it was put out by Doubleday, $16.95. It would 
be a couple of weeks before she could get 
the book from the not local distributor. 

That was OK with the customer, she or¬ 
dered it and continued to browse. We were the 
only ones in the bookstore, named “Vol¬ 
umes of Pleasure.” It was the name that caught 
my eye from the across-the-street gas station, 
though if I’d seen such a name in Los An¬ 
geles 1 might be more wary about the kind of 
books they stocked. No cause for concern, it 
was one of the loveliest bookstores I’ve ever 
seen: clean, spacious, orderly, rather than the 
cluttered and dusty variety; that, I suppose, has 
its own charm as well. But this was a book¬ 
store perfect for browsing and for finding out 
quickly whether or not they had in stock the 
book you might be wanting. A place for every¬ 
thing and everything in its place.

There was a lot of cele¬ 
brating going on recently 
high in the Sierra Madre 
hills when loved ones ga¬ 
thered to celebrate Har¬ 
old Spears’ 80th birth¬ 
day. 

Amidst the flurry of 
classy caterers, floral 
deliveries and telegram 
messengers, Harold wel¬ 
comed guests to his gar¬ 
den patio and deck 
overlooking the San 
Gabriel Valley. “On a 
clear day you can even 
seen Santa Monica, ’ 
he beamed. 

Assisted by long-time 
friend and companion, 
Twyla Wisely, Spears 
guided friends and fa¬ 
mily to a table ladened 
with visions of delight: 
a presentation of foods 
beautifully prepared 
by caterer Kathy DeKar 
of San Gabriel and her 
staff. 

A large chocolate birth¬ 
day cake with floral 
arrangements made from 
raspberries atop and 
a trim of gold-leaf left 
guests br.'athless by its 
beauty. 

Harold moved to 
Sierra Madre with this 
two brothers and his 
parents at a very early 
age. Both his mother 
and father had tuber¬ 
culosis. His mother 
died when he was 8 
and a younger brother 
was sent to live with rela¬ 
tives. Harold and his 
brother found work to 
help their father who was 
unable to provide sup¬ 
port for his young 
sons. 

“We sold goat milk 
and cured olives. Dad 
didn’t have to worry 


much, we took care of 
things,” he an¬ 
nounced with pride. 
Their father died when 
Harold was 21. 

A determined man 
with ambition and goals, 
Spears became a con¬ 
tractor, building over 
100 homes in Sierra 
Madre. During the 
war he provided chickens 
to Lizzie’s Trail Inn from 
his farm of 14,000 foul. 

“1 never knew any¬ 
thing about any job 1 
went into,’’ he peevishly 
admitted as he leaned 
back in his easy chair. 

‘1 just got out there and 
did it.” 

When his wife admired 
the view from a drive 
they took one Sunday, 
he built their home 
there years later. “I 
just shaved off the 
mountain and went to 
work,” he grinned. 

Other occupations 
included a fence company 
in San Gabriel, a saw¬ 
mill in Idaho. “Well, 1 
needed more stakes for 
my fences. So, I bought 
a sawmill and we 
produced 5000 stakes a 
day,” he admitted as 
she shaded his eyes 
from the sun. 

A tall man with big 
heart, Spears explained 
that his wife, Elizabeth, 
was a “fine woman.” 
She liked everything 
about Harold and the 
couple enjoyed 55 
years of “a good mar¬ 
riage; she was a 
wonderful wife and mo¬ 
ther.” Harold and Eliza¬ 
beth had two children: 
James and Mary. His 
one brother was killed 
in the war and his 
youngest went on to be¬ 


come one of California’s 
most famous attorneys. 

Years ago, Harold 
decorated the old 
train station across 
from the Sierra 
Madre News in the 
center of town. “It was 
a wooden Christmas scene 
we’d do each year,” he 
recalled. We used to 
build floats for the 
Rose Parade, too. They 
were made from wood 
in those days.” 

He once owned a 
greenhouse business. 
“My most expensive one 
sold for $440,000,” he 
revealed, ‘‘then 1 
bought a cattle ranch in 
Oregon 3200 acres. Beat 
that?” 

We may as well throw 
in the citrus packing 
house, the orange groves 
and his being one of 



Sierra Madre Fire 
Department’s longest-time 
volunteers. “Well, I’ve 
been around this town a 
long time,” he laughed. 

What next? “Twyla 
and I are going on an 
African safari this 
summer. Three months. 


I’ve traveled a great 
deal. Seen a lot of the 
world. My favorite place 
was China. Totally intri¬ 
guing country. I even took 
the Orient Express. Loved 
Ireland. Looks like a 
huge carpet. Lush coun¬ 
try. Visited my dad’s 
family in Scotland. 


That was interesting,” 
continued Spears. 

With cat, Punkin and 
dog, Heidi, lying close 
by, Harold leans over 
and pets one of them. 
“Yeah, it’s been a good 
life. I’ve always managed 
to have fun. I’m still at 
it!”

INVISIBLE STAINS 


Most stains occur from spillage of food 
oily substances, and beverages. Often a 
beverage is blotted up, and when the area 
dries, there is no noticeable stain. But later, 
with exposure to heat or with the passage of 
time, a yellow or brownish stain will appear. 
This is caused by oxidation of sugar contain¬ 
ed in the beverage. Most beverages, from 
lemonade to ginger ale to champagne, con 
tain sugar. This component turns brown by a 
process called oxidation. You have probably 
seen this happen quickly when you have 
eaten an apple and watched the core turn 
brown after exposure to the air. 

You can help the drycleaner do a better 
job for you if you will point out any such 
sDillage when you take your garments to be 
cleaned. The cleaner must treat these stains 
prior to cleaning since the heat of drying or 

finishing may set the stain.

But 
when 1 was in seminary, 
classes on “how to 
pray” were not offered. 
However, we always 
started each class with a 
prayer. We also had 
days of prayer, when the 
normal class schedule 


was set aside and we 
all spent the day in var¬ 
ious prayer groups. 

In our text this week 
we find the di.sciples 
highly motivated to learn 
from Jesus just how they 
should pray. They saw 
how important prayer 
was to Him. Often they 
would get up in the 
morning only to find 
that Jesus had already 
been up for hours and 
had gone off into a quiet 
place to pray. At other 
times they would find 
that He had not 
gone to bed at all but 
had been in prayer all 
night. No doubt this 
priority emphasis on 
prayer caused Jesus’ 
disciples to realize 
that prayer was ab¬ 
solutely essential to 
Jesus’ life and ministry. 
No wonder they 
came to Him one day 
saying, “Lord, teach us 
to pray.”

Typical materials brought in by residents will be 
paints, used motor oil, pesticides, solvents, cleaning 
compounds, automobile batteries and garden pro¬ 
ducts. The only items that cannot be accepted are 
ammunition, explosives and radioactive materials. 

State law allows individuals to transport up to 
five gallons or 50 pounds of hazardous materials at 
one time. In the case of use motor oil, up to 20 
gallons may be transported, as long as no container 
holds more than five gallons. 

The “roundup” is scheduled by the County 
Sanitation Districts in cooperation with the county 
of Los Angeles. The Rose Bowl parking area south¬ 
west of the Rose Bowl is the area designated 
for people living in this part of Southern California 
to drop off the waste.

Measles immunizations 
imperative, say doctors 




In an effort to stem 
the area’s worst measles 
epidemic since the 
late 1970s, special 
Saturday and evening 
immunization clinics 
are being held by Los 
Angeles County health 
centers. 

“There have been 
more than 1500 cases of 
measles reported to date 
this year, compared 
to 1202 cases reported 
in all of the 1989,” said 
Dr. Stephen Water¬ 
man, chief of Acute 
Communicable Dis¬ 


ease Control, Los 
Angeles County 
Department of Health 
Services. 

Six Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty residents have died 
from measles this year. 
Waterman said that the 
epidemic is affecting 
primarily preschool 
Latino children but 
that any unimmunized 
child is at risk. 

“It is urgent that 
parents have their child¬ 
ren immunized, partic¬ 
ularly children between 
12 months and five years 


of age,” he said. 

In addition to the spe¬ 
cial clinics, most Los 
Angeles County 
health centers offer im¬ 
munizations during 
weekday business hours. 
All immunizations are 
provided free. Parents 
can telephone the health 
center nearest them or 
call (213) 250-8055 for 
information on immuni¬ 
zation clinic hours.

Fernando Toro 

Fernando Toro retires 

Fernando Toro, a resident of Sierra Madre, 
winner of more than 3500 races in a 34-year career 
as a jockey, will hang up his tack soon after the 
Santa Anita winter-spring meeting closes on Apr. 23. 

Toro’s exact retirement date has not been 
determined. “Bull,” as he is known in racing 
circles, will ride one race at Hollywood Park fol¬ 
lowing a two-week stay in Chile that begins after 
Santa Anita’s closing day. 

After his final ride at Hollywood Park, Toro 
plans to take some time to travel with wife, Lola, 
before going to work as an assistant to trainer 
Dick Mandella in preparation for taking on a training 
stable of his own in the future. 

“This is it,” the 49-year-old native of Chili said 
at a Thursday afternoon news conference at the Ar¬ 
cadia track. “The last day here at this meeting will 
be my last ride at Santa Anita. 1 have been invited 
to go to Santiago, to the track where 1 rode my 
first race, to ride in the Gran Premio Hipodromo 
Chile on Apr. 28. It will be Fernando Toro Day 
there, and a very sentimental time for me.” 

Toro has three previous wins in the Gran 
Premio, one of Chile’s most important races. Only 
one other rider has won the race as many times. 

“My family is very happy about my decision 
(to retire). They worried about me every day,” 
said the veteran rider. The Toros have two sons, 
two daughters and two grandchildren. 

In a career that began in Santiago in 1956, 
when he was 15, Toro has won 3571 of about 
27,6(X) races he has ridden. He was the cham¬ 
pion jockey in Chile in 1964-65. The following 
year, he came to the United States to ride Chilean- 
bred Pillanlelbun in the Pan American Handicap 
at Gulfstream Park in Florida. He won the race and 
decided to move his family to the states. 

Toro shifted his tack to Southern California 
during the 1970 Santa Anita meeting and ranks sixth 
or seventh in career stakes victories at each of the 
Southland’s three major tracks — Santa Anita, 
Hollywood Park and Del Mar. 

His biggest thrills, pleasant and not-so-pleasant, 
came with Royal Heroine in 1984. Toro suffered 
serious head injuries when the mare was involved in 
a multiple-horse spill in the Santa Ana Handicap 
at Santa Anita in March of that year, but they came 
back to win the Matriarch and the inaugural 
Breeders’ Cup Mile Hollywood Park in the fall. 

Royal Heroine was the first of two horses that 
Toro piloted to Eclipse Award honors as the na¬ 
tion’s champion distaffer on grass. Two years later, 
he rode Estrapade, who beat male horses in the Ar¬ 
lington Million and Oak Tree Invitational in 1986. 

His other major American stakes wins include 
the Santa Margarita Handicap with Tizna in 1974, 
Fascinating Girl in 1976 and Adored in 1984; 
Charles H. Strub Stakes with Super Moment in 1981 
and Nostalgia’s Century Handicap aboard Spence 
Bay; both divisions of the 1983 Hollywood Derby 
with Ginger Brink and Royal Heroine; the 1986 
Cinema Handicap on Manila; the 1986 Yellow Rib¬ 
bon and Milady Handicaps aboard By Land By Sea; 
the 1988 Sunset Handicap on Roi Normand; and the 
1989 American Handicap with Mister Wonderful 
(GB). 

He also rode Cougar II and War Heim, 
among other top stakes horses. 

Toro’s riding prowress on grass courses has been 
credited in the handicappers’ refrain, “Toro on the 
Turf.” The nickname has stuck since 1976, when he 
won a record 40 turf races during Hollywood 
Park’s summer meeting. 

“I’m very proud to end my career riding 
against the best group of riders in the world,” 
said Toro, saluting the Southern California 
jockey colony that has been led by Hall of Earners 
Bill Shoemaker, Laffit Pincay Jr. and Chris McCar- 
ron. 

Toro became the elder statesman of the South¬ 
land riding colony when Shoemaker retired on 
Feb. 3 at the age of 58. A few weeks later, 
Shoemaker returned to the Santa Anita jockeys’ 
room to present Toro with a rocking chair. When 
Toro retires, the chair is to be passed along to 
the next oldest rider in the room. 

“Laffit (Pincay, 43) will be the next one to sit 
in the rocking chair,” noted Toro. “He’s not too 
happy about it, but I think it’s been fun.”
